Los Angeles Doctor’s Patient 
Undergoes Operation as 
Judge Watches. 


DOES IT TO PROVE POINT. 


Charges Surgeon Who Treated 
Him First Was Guilty of 
Malpractice. 


Los Angeles, Cal, Feb. 1.— [Special. 
Judge Houser of the Superior court had a 
gliimpse of me inside workings of Henry 
Christie, a wealthy business man, when 
Christie was taken to the Angelus hospital 
today and cut open to prove that Dr. Rea 
Smith had been gullty of malpractice in a 
former operation. 

‘This method of obtaining evidence in a law- 
sult was hitherto unheard of, but Judge 
Houser accepted the proposition when Chris- 
tle’s lawyer made it. Later the judge tried 
to hedge—at least, he gave Christie an oppor- 
tunity to forego the operation if he chose, 
but Christie insisted. The most prominent 
surgeons of the city have been arrayed 
against each other in the case. 

Dr. Smith insisted Christie had cancer and 
he sewed: up the patient's intestines and 
made an artificial opening in his side after 
he was under the influence of an anzsthetic 
for a supposed appendicitis operation. 

Drs. W. R. Severance and E. S. Pillsbury, 
Christie's witnesses, performed anothér op- 
eration today under the critical eyes of Dr. 
Smith and his witnesses. Christie has suf- 
fered for thirty years with a chronic com- 
piaint, which made the operation a daring 
one. The operators staked their reputation 
on the outcome. 

For two hours and forty-five minutes the 
surgeons worked over him. When they fin- 
ished they had closed the false opening made 
by Dr. Smith and restored Christie’s inside 
apparatus to its normal condition. The sur- 
geons said tonight they had not found any 
cancerous growth of the size which- Dr. 
Smith and his experts had testified. The 
case will be resumed in court on Monday.

He also con- 
tended that fixed bridges with an adequate 
lighterage system would solve the problem 
which would place Chicago in a line with 
other cities that have been confronted with 
giver conditions similar to those in Chicago.

CALL PULLMAN CUT A ‘FROST? 
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Ticket Agents Say Demand for 
Uppers Is No Larger. 


NO SALES MADE BY SOME. 


Disposition in One Caf Due to Fairly 
Crowded Western Train. 


Instead of causing an overwhelming rush 
to purchase Pullman upper berths at 20 
per cent below the cost of the more com- 
modious lower berth, the reduction that went 
into effect yesterday after three years of 
litigation was a distinct frost,“ according 
to the reports of ticket agents in the various 
city ticket offices along Clark street. 

After a day’s experience with the lower 
rate schedules these men declared that the 
knowledge of the reduction had not yet be- 
come sufficiently widespread to affect the 
ticket sales, as no demand for uppers had 
yet become noticeable.

pay $4 and was agreeably surprised when he 
received 40 cents in change, the 20 per cent 
cut.on the upper berth: 
At the Northwestern office several upper 
berths had been sold for the Overland Lim- 
ited train to California, because the train 
was fairly crowded, but several of these

Many of the officers of the principal IIII- 
nois railroads having headquarters in Chi- 
cago are preparing to make their annual 


pllgrimages to Springfield to oppose before 
legisiative committees the usual grist of 
bills designed to regulate the railroads. 

Among the bills to be opposed is the pro- 
posed act to increase the powers of the IIII- 
nois railroad and warehouse commission. 
Several provisions are likely to be attacked, 
especially that conferring power to regulate 
stock and bond issues, although many lead- 
ing executives have favored giving such 
power ‘to a federal commission. No oppo- 
sition will be offered to the anti-pass bill 
by the railroads, it is stated, as they will be 
giad to collect fares from many persons who 
are now able to obtain free passes within 
the state. 

Various employers’ liability bills would af- 
fect the roads and the principal opposition 
to these seems to lie in the fact that exact 
amounts of compensation for-different kinds 
of injuries are not provided. A bill pre- 
scribing the number of employees to be re- 
quired on each engine or tfain, and a bill 
giving the railroad commission power to 
order track elevation at any point, are among 
those most vigorously objected to. 


Adopts Phone for Dispatching. 

The Chicago and Western Indiana railroad 
is the latest in this vicinity to adopt the 
telephone system of train dispatching in 
place of the telegraph. Material and ap- 
paratus have been ordered for three circults. 
One will be the train dispatching wire for 
the Western Indiana, another the dispatch- 
ing wire for the Belt railway, a subsidiary 
company, and the third a message circuit 
for both lines. 

Increases in freight rates on fruits and vegetables 
from Chicago and Milwaukee to various destine- 
tions in other states, effective yesterday, were 
suspended by the interstate commerce commission 
pending an investigation until June 1. The tariffs 
were filed by the Chicago and Northwestern and 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railways.

Deficit of $267,000 in Ordinary Fund

Washington, D. C., Feb. 1.—In spite of a 
strong rally during the last six days of the 
month the treasury closed January with a 
deficit of $267,000 in the ordinary and a total 
deficit of nearly $4,000,000, of which fully 
$3,000,000 represents Panama canal pay- 
ments. Practically the same showing was 
made in January a year ago. Treasury offi- 
cilals congratulate themselves on the fact 
thet the total deficit to date for the present 
fiscal year is only $21,000,000, as against $46,- 


000,000 at this same period last year. 


Both the working balance and the general 
fund go into the new month reduced about 
$4,000,000. But a working balance of 884.000, 
000 and prospects of $35,000,000 before an- 
other month, combined with a general fund 
today of $85,450,000, make treasury offictais 
feel that the cash drawer is well holding its 
own against @ trying drain. 

A drop in receipts to $52,000,000, ae against 
$57,000,000 in December, is the prime cause 
of this month's deficiency. Disbursements 
were $52,200,000,. a half million less than 
December a It was evident that customs 
receipts ran a little behind the normal. In 
spite of those facts, the total receipts for 
January were $2,000,000 greater than a year 
ago.
